WV BE tirtumſtantes thereof, there appeare ſome vehement pzeſumpti- 
ons, that the Lozd Sanqur a Noble man of Scotland, (whole ſer⸗ 
uant Carliſle is) ſhould be a partie to the ſaid murther; but none ſo 
tas that inte the fact hee hath withdꝛawen himſelfe, and notwithſtanding that all due 
aan hath bene made after him, is not yet found; Although it cannot be certainely pꝛo⸗ 
louncedthatthe ſatd Loꝛd Sanquir is guilty thereof, noꝛ is ſuteable to the courſe of Juſtice to 
denne a perſon of his qualitie vnheard : Yet foꝛ that the pꝛeſumptions are great, and foꝛ 
Uitalſo if after this publique notice of Our pleaſure hee (hall continue to abſent himſelfe, 
dar ſhall haue iuſt cauſe to conclude him guiltie ; And ſeeing it befitteth well Our Kingly 
I Nie to ble Our power and authozitie, tobzingallmenfoozth to the triallofthe Lawes of 
dur Realme, hauing taken oꝛder foꝛ all other wayes of ſearch and inquiſition foꝛ him by Sea 
WLand,cannot vet lay hold on him; Wee haue out of Our care that Juſtice ſhould be per⸗ 
und in lo foule a tale, thought fit to haue recourſe to the induſtrie and lone of Our people, 
Which neuer failed Us pet in any cauſe that tonterned Our ſafetie, oz Honour : And namely 
uthematter of the Powder - Treaſon,did ſo euidently manifeſt it ſelfe, as that thꝛough their 
tte quiltie perſons remayning in the Realme were all appꝛehended; Although this caſe 
aka mnferiour degree. Yet becauſe it is both in his owne nature, e in diuers cirtumſtances 
Qereof beryodious; As namely, to bee done vpon cold blood, the offence vpon which it is 
TUndedan actidentall thing, not malicious; the time of the ſuppoſed wꝛong lo long lince 
themurther done with a Piſtoll, (a weapon from which no man tan be ſafe,noz any 
— while the parties were in termes of friendſhip, without any renuing

ally, the whole Handling okit, being of ſuch a manner, as in vulgar peoples mindes, 
got lee clearely into things, may woꝛk a ſtandall x an offence to the whole Nation: 
it thought it apperteining to Dur honour , t to the furtherance ofinſtice, to make vſe 
peoples loue and care, foꝛ the appꝛehending ofthe perſons guilty. u8herefoze we doe 
1 f onely charge and command all Our Maiozs, Sheriffes, Bailiffes, Headbo⸗ 
Conſtables,and all Officers of Our Pozts,as Cuſtomers, Conptrollers, and Sear⸗ 
oe their beſt indeauours, to ſearch foꝛ and appꝛehend alwell the laid Lozd Sanquir, 
Roben Carliſle, of whom both a deſcription is hereunder wzitten, and to require all 
g Subtects therein to be not onely apding and aſſiſting to Our ſaid Officers, but 
heir owne care and induſtrie: But further, foꝛ their better encouragement and al⸗ 
de oe their dutie, and foꝛ the manifeſtation of Our zeale to Juſtice, Wee doe hereby 
L fie, and pꝛomiſe, that whoſoeuer ſhall appꝛehend and bꝛing into the hands of any 
ffic rs of Juſtite, the perſon of the ſaid Lo2d Sanquir lining, ſhall haue foz his res 
umme of fine hundzed pounds turrant money of England, and foz the perſon of the 
| Curl lining one hundzed pounds. And in caſe theſaid Lozd Sanquir, 02 Robert Car- 
heir appꝛehenſion make reſiſtance, ſo as it ſhall bee neteſſarie to vſe violence to⸗ 
. ny whit they, oꝛ either ofthem,ſhall happen to be laine, Anyof Our Subiects 
ung into the hands of any of Our Okliters of inſtite, the body of the ſaid Lozd 
a d,chall ave fozhts reward thꝛee hundzed pounds ſterling, and foꝛ the bodie dead 
R Ra Carkſle fifty pounds. And if it ſhall be found, that any of Our Officers whom 
l yconcerne, to doe their diligence, oz anyother of our Subtects whom it may 
hau neglect the perfoꝛmante of their duty vpon this Our commandement, oꝛ ſhal 
receine, harbour, oꝛ conceale the ſaid Lozd Sanquir, oz Robert Carliſle , Me doe ſignt- 
all, that allagainſt whom any ſuch fauour oꝛ reteipt ſhall be pꝛooued, we will ac- 
teſſaries to the fault: And all ſuch againſtwhomneglect ſhall bee pꝛooued, will 


hal eueritie attoꝛding to our Lawes.
